Will 
the Labor Day weekend bring another cas­ 
ualty list of 400-odd persons killed in traf­ 
fic and an uncounted num ber injured? 
Most of us are responsible drivers of rea­ 
sonable skill and prudence. We don’t want 0f progress! Most of the world 
to kill anyone—least of all ourselves. 
But there are some drivers on the high­ 
w ays—say, one out of ten—who are always 
potential accident-makers. The speed dem ­ 
ons, the arrogant lane-weavers, the drunks, 
the law-flouters. 
Their spots can be changed—by police 
and court action! 
* 
That is the only way to get quick 
suits. Highway engineering, driver train­ 
ing, thorough education—these are desir­ 
able and worthwhile objectives. But their 
prom ise lies in the future. 
Meanwhile, Labor Day is upon us. Con­ 
certed and vigorous action by state patrols 
and city police—backed by quick justice in 
the traffic courts—can hold deaths 
to 
a 
m inim um , as m any states dem onstrated 
with a perfect or near-perfect record over 
the Fourth. 
Strict traffic law enforcem ent is com­ 
monly believed by the politicians to be un­ 
popular. This has been proved a fallacy so 
often by intelligent and courageous public 
officials that it no longer is worth arguing. 
There are always a few vocal objectors who 
apparently feel themselves above the law, 
but the public generally would welcome 
some assurance that “death will not take 
their holiday.** 


Thus it is the responsibility of all of us 
to get behind a crackdown on motor m ad ­ 
ness bv police and traffic courts during the 
S u m m er’s last holiday. 


Is it worth a three-cent stam p and five 
m inutes of your time? Then write your 
m ayor and governor. Let them know you 
w ant the laws enforced. Tell them you are 
with them in any all-out effort to put an 
end to holiday horror. They can do it with 
your help!
